Cotton Factory Experiments* 


A system of moistening the air of a 


cotton factory—as is required in some 
departments of a mill before blowing it 
into the rooms—has been the subject of 
much experiment. It has been found 
that, if a jet of steam or vapor is dis- 
charged into the mam duct any degree 
of humidity desired can be obtained, but 
all the air is moistened alike, being dis- 
tributed to the different rooms by the 
risers leading thereto. That, however, 
whfch is best adapted for one depart- 
ment in a cotton mill may not prove 
equally favorable for another. 


Then, too, the introduction of moist- 


ure at this point may work disastrously 
to the walls of the ducts and risers. It 
is now found that this objection may be 
overcome at a small expense, by carry- 
ing a steam pipe down through each 
room and putting opposite each opening 
in the flue, through which the air enters 
the room, an outlet with valves for regu- 
lating the flow of the steam. In this 
way the exhaust steam Ironi the engine 
which drives tho blower flows into the

CLOSED AMONG HISSES. 


The Italian Chamber of Deputies in an 


Uproar. 


ROME, November 24.—The Chamber 


of 
Deputies 
reopened 
yesterday, 


Signor Imbriani, Radical leader, made 
a violent speech charging the Ministry 
with leading Italy upon the road to 
ruin, and offered to support any mo- 
tion whose object was the impeachmenl 
of the Cabinet. 


The report of the Bank Commission 


Briefly the report says the 
Commission had no documentary evi- 
dence of a political sympathy in the 
relations of the banks with the Govern 
ment, but there has been a systematic 
disregard to order and regularity in 
the action of the Government toward 
the banks since 1890. 


The Commission expresses strong 


disapproval of the concealment of a sub 
stantial portion of Baigm's report on 
the Banca Romana and animadverts 
upon the fact that some Tanlongos 
seized papers withheld from the Magis 
trate who was deputied to conduct an 
inquiry into the criminal aspects of the 
bank scandals. 


The reading of the report produced a 


deep impression.

fused to permit any discussion and de 
clared the sitting closed amid hisses 
protests and a general uproar.

A 
tank of water had been placed near 
Mrs. Halliday's cell by the Sheriff ha 
anticipation of such an emergency, and 
the fire was easily extinguished.

stomach by the aid of a rubber pump 
Prior to that she had not tasted food 
for more than a week. 


BRAZIL IS SATISFIED.

Rio DE JANEIRO, November 24—Presi- 


dent Peixoto has determined to cable 
to President Cleveland that the Bra- 
zilian Government is satisfied that no 
discourtesy was intended toward it by 
Admiral Stanton, and requesting that 
nothing be done by the American Gov 
ernment prejudicial to the rank or 
;ommission of that officer. No one 
belonging to the war ships here is al- 
owed to go on shore now except in an 
ffioial capacity.

SAN FBANCISCO, November 24.—The 


firm of Whittier, Fuller & Co. will dis- 
solve on the 1st of January. The co- 
partnership now existing between W. 
Frank Whittier, William P. Fuller and 
Frederick N. Woods expires on that 
day, and it will not be renewed, and 
probably before that day arrives the 
affairs of the firm will be thrown into 
court for adjustment, with a possibility 
of qaite a lot of litigation before a set- 
tlement between the members of the 
firm is reached.

Michigan road, which left Chicago at 5 
p. M., was derailed late to-night about 
twenty miles south of this city. Eight 
passengers were hurt, two seriously, 
but so far as known now none were 
killed.

Storm Wave* and CAld Wave*—Latent 


Heat and Origin of Motion, 


Copyriebted 1S93 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., November 24.—My 


last bulletin gave forecast of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from the 
22d to the 26tb, and from the 28th to 
December 2nd: 
The next will reach 


the Pacific Coast about December 3rd, 
and will be of very considerable en- 
ergy. It will cross the Western Mount- 
ains by the close of the 4th, the Great 
Central valleys from 5th to 7th, and 
the Eastern States about the 8th. 


A cold wave of more than average 


force will follow this disturbance. _It 
may be expected on the crest of the 
Rocky Mountains about the 6th, the 
Great Central valleys from the 7th to 
8th, and the Eastern States about the 
9th or 10th. 


The preceding warm wave will cross 


the Western Mountains about the 3rd, 
the Great Central valleys about the 
5th, and the Eastern States about the 
7th. 


LATENT HJBAT. 


This term is so much used by sci- 


entists that its meaning must be under- 
stood in order to get value out of their 
discussions. 


Water or mineral or metal can be 


transformed into vapor by heat, or 
a sufficient charge of electricity. 
The 


process of vaporizing a substance will 
cause heat, and if the vapor be sud- 
denly condensed into a solid, heat will 
result. The vapor appears to contain 
no heat, and that which results in heat 
is, while in the vapor, called latent 
heat. 


I claim that latent heat, so called, is 


not heat but electricity, that electricity, 
not heat, is the force that expands 
matter, and that the withdrawal of the 
electrospbere—about the same as static 
electricity—causes gasses, vapors and 
other matter to collapse or condense. 


Therefore heat is only a result while 


electricity is the cause. The old orth- 
odox scientists reverse this, and claim 
hat heat is the cause, and electricity 
Jae effect. Discussing these questions, 
Walter Sidgraves, one of the foremost 
scientific authorities of the present 
time, says: 


"All the heat of dissociated matter is 
bsolutely latent. This word dissoci- 
ated has reference to expanded matter 
ike the gasses of ethor." 


Prof. Sidgraves further says: "Dis- 


sociated matter cannot part with heat; 
t has its fill and can receive no more 
md can only transmit what comes of 
t." This must have reference only to 
the ether of space, for in it we find the 
only case of ultimated expansion. Any 
grosser matter, as the gasses, will far- 
ther expand when more electricity—or 
latent heat, as they call it—is intro- 
duced. 


Again, he says: 
"The temperature 


of dissociation is the maximum tem- 
perature of matter. 
The potential 


energy of dissociated matter is very 
great, responding to its great latent 
neat. Yes; a thunder cloud is full of 
latent heat and as cold as ice.

tion causes heat can understand the 
origin of heat. 


The wood fire, the burning match, 


the furnace of coal fire, are cases of 
matter expanding with such force as to 
cause friction on its condensed self:

No part of the material is destroyed by j 
that which we call fire. The matter 
only expands, goes back into that con- 


ition in which it was before it was 
ondensed into wood or coal. 
When we come to study the tornado, 
he hurricane, the sunspot, light, heat, 
lectncity, magnetism, animal life, 
.oath, decay, keep in mind that motion 
3 an underlying cause, and that the 
riginal cause of all motion is found 
n the condensations and expansions 
if matter. The ether being the original 
,nd natural form, the condensation of 
ther is the original cause of motion 
nd life. Why the ether condenses is 
jeyond the ken of man.

latent heat— electricity— comes near 
it, the surplus electricity of the over- 
charged cloud passes to the weakly 


barged cloud till the two clouds are 
equally charged. That change of elec- 
tricity from one cloud to the other 
shows the potential, or power, called 
latent heat, that was stored up in the 
first cloud. Let us call it plain ele& 
iricity, and then all will understand it. 


I further quote: "Dissociated matter 
annot be confined by associated mat- 
ter, but permeates all forms of chem- 
ical structures." That, as I believe, is 
the ether of space, from which all 
things are made, the accumulations of 
which constitute everything that is. 
There can be no empty space; no vacu- 
um can exist. If we take gross matter 
out the ethe'- immediately takes its 
place, for as Prof. Sidgraves declares, 
the ether can neither be excluded nor 
confined; it passes through the hardest 
steel, through glass, through the most 
perfect insulators, as though they were

IF WE UNDEBSTOOD NATURE'S PBOCESS, 


We could take a million cubic feet 
of ether and condense it into a grain 
of powder, and then if we knew how 
to cause a perfec^explosion, we woulc 
have an explosive ten thousand times 
more powerful than dynamite.

we can only resolve the grain of powder 
into gasses and attenuated grains o 
carbon called smoke, probably filling a 
space of one cubic foot, while a perfeci 
explosion would cause the million 
grains of gasses and carbon to explode 
each occupying a cubic foot of space 
or altogether a million feet, instead o 
the pin head space occupied by the 
grain of powder. 


This condensation of ether into t 


' grain of powder and the expansion o 
that grain of powder back to a million 
cubic feet of ether illustrates all tha 
is of life and motion.

is found the latent heat of the scien 
tists and its potential or power.

is found the force called electricity ani 
magnetism. 


OBIQ1N OF HEAT. 


In the storing up of that energy i 


found the origin of motion, the build- 
ing of worlds, that rotates our earth, 
all the planets and all the sons on 
their axes, revolves our son, and all 
the snns to the outskirts of the milky 
way, around their own great common 
center. 


This energy is probably called latent 


heat because in the process of con- 
densing or expanding matter heat re- 
sults. Not, as I claim, because there 
is really an; latent or dormant beat, 
but because of friction. When a grain 
of powder suddenly expands into a 
cubic foot 
volume, the expanding 


matter makes lighting speed, and 
therefore friction against the atmo- 
gphere resuH* in tow* X%

Cold and Gloomy SarronndluB* and • 


Scanty Bill of Fare. 


We reached the Trappist refectory. A 


great cold room, with whitewashed 
walls and five long, narrow tables, with 
benches on each side, stretching from 
end to end, was the place where the 
monks took their very frugal meals. 
The tables were laid for the first meal. 
There were no cloths, and it is almost 
needless to add that there were no nap- 
kins, although these are considered BO 
essential in France that even in the most 
wretched auberge one is usually laid be- 
fore the guest. Trappigts, however, have 
little need of them. 


At eiich place were a wooden spoon 


and fork, a plate, a jug of water, and 
another jug—a smaller one—of beer, and 
a porringer for soup, which is the chief 
diet of the Trappists. Very thin soup it 
is, the ingredients being water, chopped 
vegetables, bread and a little oil or but- 
ter. 


"Until a few years ago no oily matter, 


whether vegetable or animal, was al- 
lowed in the soup, nor was it permissi- 
ble, except in case of sickness, to have 
more than one meal a day, but the ne- 
cessity of relaxing the rule a little was 
realized. Now, during the six summer 
months of the year, there are two meals 
a day—namely, at 11 and 0, but in win- 
ter there is still only one that is called a 
meal, and this is at 4. There is, how- 
over, a gouter—just something to keep 
the stomach from collapsing—at 10 in 
the morning. No fish, npr flesh, nor ani- 
mal product, except cheese and butter, 
is eaten by these Trappists unless they 
fall ill, and then they have meat or any- 
thing else that they may need to make 
them well. There is, however, very lit- 
Ue sickness among them. 


The living of each Trappist probably 


costs no more than sixpence » day to the 
community. Assuming that the money 
brought into the common fund by those 
who have a private fortune—the fathers, 
as a rule, are men of some independent 
means — covers the establishment ex- 
peijtses, and tho taxation imposed by the 
state, there must remain a considerable 
profit on the work of each individual, 
whether he labors in the fields or in the 
dairy and cheeserooms, or concerns him- 
self with the sales and the accounts, or, 
like the porter at the gate, tests with an 
instrument tho richness of the milk that 
is brought in by the peasants, lest they 
who have been befriended by the monks 
in sickness and penury should steal from 
them in return. 


To devote this stirplus obtained by a 


life of sacrifice, compared to which the 
material misery of the beggars whom 
they relieve is luxury, to the lessening 
of human suffering, to the encourage- 
ment of the family, offering the hand of 
charity to the worthy and the unworthy, 
expecting no honor from nil this, and 
not oven gratitude, is a life that makes 
that of the theoretical philanthropists 
and humanitarian philosophers look ra- 
ther barren.—Temple Bar,

Origin of the Peach. 


Nothing is now more universally ac- 


cepted than the fuct that tho peach is an 
improved variety of the almond. The 
almond has a thin shell around the 
stone, which splits open arid showa the 
stone when mature. 
This outer skin 


has simply become fleshy in the peach, 
so that it is all that gives it its specific 
character. It seems now clear from in- 
vestigation in the history of ancient 
Babylon that in thoir gardens, nearly 
4,000 years ago, the peach was cultivated 
then as it now is. 


It must have been many years before 


this that the peach v.-as improved from 
the almond, and this fact goes to show 
tho great antiquity of the fruit. Possibly 
gardening in some respects, at least so 
far as it relates to muny of ourcultivated 
fruits, was as far advanced 6,000 or 8,000 
or perhaps 10,000 years back as it is to- 
day. 


Phoenicians, many thousands of years 


ago, as is proved by the records, had iu 
their gardens almonds, apricots, bananas, 
citrons, figs, grapes, olives, peaches, 
pomegranates; and even sugar cane was 
in extensive cultivation. 
Certainly this 


shows how far advanced these nations 
were in garden culture many years ago. 
—Detroit Free Press,

tone will depend upon atmospheric con- 
ditions, the quality and color of the per- 
suading tone and the sensitiveness of the 
responding material. There is a famil- 
iar anecdote told of a famous tenor, who 
by singing the tone that was consonant 
with that of a wineglass, could make the 
glass shiver so violently that it would 
fall to pieces. It is because of this tonal 
sympathy that the cause of a harsh, rat- 
tling tone that may suddenly appear in a 
pianoforte is detected with difficulty. 
Though it may appear to be in the in- 
strument, it is often far away and may 
come from a loose globe or pendant on a 
chandelier. Even a key in a door has 
been known to be the guilty cause.—St.
